Bluefield*, Nicaragua, March 4. — 
General Estrada's insurrection against 
the N icaraguan governm ent has been 
practically crushed. 
T h e oui) 
thing 
left to the p r o v is io n a l is to resort to 
guerrilla warfare. 
For the first time the correspond­ 
en ts and the more prominent person­ 
ag es of this city w ere told tho true 
situation, which, how ever, had been 
suspected for a week. It is now ad­ 
mitted that General C ham orro’s cam ­ 
paign was a failure. He had hoped that 
the interior would w elcom e and rein­ 
force the Insurgent arms. 
T his was 
possible up to the tim e that P resident 
Zelaya resigned. 
His resignation and 
the election of President Madrid ap 
pears to have satisfied the people1 cl 
the interior and west generally, and 
when General E strada’s arm ies r»‘a -ti­ 
ed the heart of the country they w< re 
given a lukewarm reception and little 
or no aid. 


General Cham orro Whipped. 


T he destructive blow fell at Tlsm a 
on Feb. 22, when General Chamorro 
was whipped. In killed, wounded and 
captured 
the 
insurgent general 
lost 
SOO men. Chamorro him self barely es­ 
caped, and with IOO or 200 men fled to 
San Vicente, where General Mena was 
entrenched. 
Godfrey 
Fowler, 
the 
American who was In charge* of the 
insurgent artillery under General Cha­ 
morro, w as wounded in the leg and 
left at a plantation near Tism a. 
General Chamorro is said to have 
reached San V icente Sunday and to 
have wired his report. He estim ates 
the en e m y ’s loss at 1000 men. and ex­ 
plains his defeat by the exhaustion of 
his cartridge supply. 


Few Insurgents In Field. 


W ith 
the 
remnant 
of Chamorro’s 
force theer are now at San V icente 
SOO provisional soldiers. Fifteen Amer­ 
icans recruited at Panam a started for 
the front, and an effort is being made 
to 
gather 
SOO 
additional 
recruit* 
am ong the N icaraguans of this city 
As a military menace, however, the 
provisional army now appears to merit 
no higher classification than that of a 
guerrilla band. The present plans are 
for the prosecution o f this style of 
bush 
warfare, 
presumably 
with the 
Idea of com pelling the United State* 
to Intervene. 
C ham orro’s defeat leave* only Gen­ 
eral Mena's com paratively sm all force 
interposed betw een the en e m y ’* 1000 
and the cast roast. 
S om e of the pro- 
vinional lea era p rofess to believe that 
with Mena '’ soldiers and such of the 
depleted insurgent force as could be 
rallied from the frontier for the de­ 
fense of a new republic they would 
stand som e 
chance of success, and 
that there is a 
possibility that the 
United Sta* -K would recognize the new 
government.

H undreds of Extra Policemen Sworn 


In and the National Guard Ready to 


Move on Quaker City When General 


W alkout Takes Place— Strike Lead­ 


ers Indicted. 


Philadelphia, March 4.—Thousands! 
of people who expected 
s t i e d 
and 
common council to end the car strike 
and prevent a general strike were dis* 
Hpj> luted win n those bodies took no 
action. 
They took their ordeis from Hey­ 
burn, the mayor, who has become ilia 
most uncompromising foe of arbitra­ 
tion. From his arm chair the mayor 
sent a m essage to the two bodies, ad­ 
vising tfGm to keep hands off. and the 
councilmen knuckled under and tabled 
two resolutions which threatened to 
n ake things 
uncomfortable for the 
Rapid T ransit company and tho city's 
two re pres* ntatives upon its hoard of 
directors. George H. Earle and Wil­ 
liam Ii. Carpenter. 
Mayor Heyburn sent along with his 
m essage a copy of a musty old statute 
which even the lawyers had forgotten, 
an act which provides but does not 
compel, a way for tie 
-* Uh im rd of 
difficulties between employers and em ­ 
ployes, 
T he striking carm en snatched 
at the old law eagerly and asked the 
Rapid T ransit company to go Into 
court with them for the appointm ent 
of a hoard of arbitration, as provided 
by the law, but nobody believes for a 
moment that the* company will con- 
b i for an Instant any such proposl 
t Ion. 
The Repid T ransit directors have 
folded their 
hands. Het them selves 
down and announced that "the strike 
is ever.” Citizens generally have re 
signed them selves to the situation A 
few more hours will tell how much 
trouble I* to come. Certainly there 
are enough explosive elem ents in the 
ait to blow up a num ber of old-fash­ 
ioned institutions. 
The police force 
was further strengthened in num bers 
by 1**00 men. The National Guard is 
waiting on tiptoes. 


Crowds Besiege Councils. 


There was every hope that the coun­ 
cilmen would shoot a set of resolutions 
ti ward the Rapid Transit directors, 
resolutions potent enough to give the 
company a chance to retire gracefully 
from a difficult position. 
In that ex­ 
pectation a large 
crowd 
gathered 
around the city hall. H undreds tried to 
penetrate to the councils 
chamber. 
They w ere shooed away by the po 
lice Delegations of business men were 
ft ret! as peremptorily as the merely 
curious. For hours th ere were grum­ 
blings and 
m urm urings around 
the 
big building. 
The few outsiders in the councils 
rooms realized Immediately after the 
reading of the mayor's m essag e that 
tho councilmen intended to do noth­ 
ing. 
After outlining the progress of 
the car strike, the Hon John K Hey­ 
burn subm itted these views: 
"It is not tin* city's duty, nor yours 
or mine to interfere 
between 
the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit company 
and its employes. The courts of law 
are available for Hie redress of any 
real grievance which either may have 
against the other 
No reason exists 
nor can exist in proper cases why thei­ 
sm! all other disputants should not 
submit their differences to the courts 
or adjust their disputes between them ­ 
selves. 
"It is of the utm ost 
lmi>ortance, 
however, for the good nam e of our 
(Ity and for the safety of its ( itiz**n* 
that no s te p should be taken by your 
honorable 
bodies or by any others 
which would undo or In any way or 
m anner Interfere with that which has 
already been done. or lead any person 
to think or believe that hi* can, by the 
ald of the machinery of the executive 
or legislative branches of the mimic! 
pal government, enforce any dc inand 
not cognisable in th e courts or voinn 
tarfly adjustable between the parties. 
"Any attem pt, however honest it 
may lie, which tends to draw away 
from Hie parties themselves, or from 
the Judiciary, the 
determ ination °F 
disputes which, under the constitution 
and laws of the com monwealth are in 
trusted to them, necessarily weakens 
and impairs our form of government 
and te nds to substitute other means 
not calm, oonaidqrate an I unbiased for 
those which arc now lawfully provided 
and are abundantly sufficient for that 
purpose, and in (he present case would 
but tend to prolong the agitation that 
will delay the restoration of full ser­ 
vice by the T ransit com pany.” 
No official actu I was taken on the 
mayor's suggestion as to th® law that 
provides a m eans of settlement. It Is 
n statute which has excited a great 
deal of Int* rest in this city. although 
none ta n see how a irth in g will come 
of It. The striking carmen, anxious for 
any m eans out of their difficulties, at 
once seized upon it as a rn* ans, brit 
they realized that without th* 
finale 
Mate cooperation of Hie Rapid Tran­ 
sit company, the law would lie worse 
than useless to them 
W ithout both 
sides to a dispute r dug into court, the 
one aide which does m ust wait ten 
days for the other party to make an­ 
swer Ten days wait would kill a gen 
nral itrike.

Another Hide to the general situa­ 
tion has become apparent. A general 
s f iike h«»re is likely to have statewide, 
even naiional. consequ* noes. The Cen­ 
tral Labor union has heard from the 
centrals of Chicago anti San 
Frau- 
cisco. 
John Fitzpatrick, of the Chi­ 
cago body, telegraphed that 250,000 
men there are ready to strike in sym­ 
pathy, while Andrew J. Gallagher, of 
the San Francisco organization, sent 
word that 175.000 men there stand 
ready to back up tile labor unions here 
in any action they m ay take. Resides 
these. John Murphy says he has re­ 
ceived assurances that there will be 
sym pathetic strikes all over the state 
of Pennsylvania. 
The city authorities 
are 
making 
what preparations they can to sup­ 
press lawlessness, in addition to add 
ing 1000 men to the already increased 
force of policemen, Director Clay sent 
a letter to employers throughout the 
city asking them to co-operate with 
the police In keeping disorder down 
The employers are asked to Impress 
on their men, whether they strike ot 
not, the Importance of not gathering 
in or mingling with crowds and tc 
refrain from interfering in any way 
with the authorities.
